Cto March 26, 1952, CAMUSO 3 van questioned about his detention from 
March 24 to 25 of this year by the railroad and criminal police in Augsburg. 

During the interrogation C.AMEJSO 3 related the following* 

When my leave came to an end on March 24th of this year, I wanted to return t 
ny place of employment on the 6*46 train. But since I had been drinking, it took me 
more time to purchase the ticket at the Augsburg station, and the train left in the 
meantime. When I left on the next train at 8*30, I mistakenly got off the train at 
a station between Augsburg and Buehloe, because I had fallen asleep and the etation 
at which I woke looked exactly like Kampten Bagge, where I was supposed to transfer. 
Since there was no train leaving from there at any time soon going in the right 
direction, I decided to return to Augsburg and to go through tJlm. Since I thought 
my ticket was still good for this distance, I rode back with the same (me. Not far 
from Augsburg the conductor, who was of another mind, showed up and demanded a 
fine, which I was willing to pay. But the train was already it the Augsburg station 
and I had to get out. Since the train vaa going on and the conductor was not able 
to write out the receipt, he turned me over on the platform to the railway police. 

I had to show this latter policeman ay invalid ticket and pay the fine, which 
amounted to 5 marks and some pfennings, probably CM 5j20. I did this promptly, 
but the police became interested in ay personal documents. Slnoe I am not usually 
given ay employment certificate when going on leave, but Instead only the old DP 
certificate, I did not have anything other than this to show. When the police asked 
whore I worked, where X live, and where I am registered, I could not say anything 
better than that I was employed by the Americans in Kampten as technical draftsman. 

I had to use the name Kempton, because ay ticket was from Augsburg to Kemp ten, and 
it would have been even more complicated to use another place name. Since my answers 
did not satisfy the railroad police, I was turned over the the Augsburg criminal 
police. There I was questioned by a somehvat corpulent official, over 40 years old, 
who put me approximately the same questions. Slnoe the answers T gave him were 
inadequate, and since he could see that I spoke neither German nor English, he 
became insistent and rough, began to threaten me, and finally hit me in the face, 
and his assistant hit me from behind on the shoulder with a rubber cudgel. I had 
to keep strict control over ayaelf, not to reply to these men in the seme manner. 

I did not tell the German police anything about ay work or its location, and told 
them that they should turn me over to the CIC. The interrogating police official 
appeared to be offended about this and said, so far as I was able to understand, 
that those times were past and that I must now answer to the German police as well. 

In this way the conversation proceeded without result for some time, until I was 
taken to a detention room. I could have been 16 or 17 hours (time of day). I was 
not questioned any more that day. The next morning at 8 o' ©clock I was again 
questioned by the same police official, and this time a record of the events were 
written and I had to sign it. I Insisted that I be turned over to the CIC. Even 
then my answers were laconic and the German did not get anything out of me. He 
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was also more pleasant in his attitude end did not threaten me any further* Soon 
thereafter two men in civilian clothes appeared, presenting themselves as CIC officials. 
Xtold them, outside the presence of the Germans, the names of my ease offioers-(J 7 
(__ 7 ancj/^ ^>it nothing further. When these officials had left, I was taken 

to the'uerman police court. The judge said that the matter in which I was concerned 
had not been cleared \q>, that is, it was not known whether I was under the juris- 
diction of the German or the American court. Before I had to go to court, I was 
photographed (like a criminal, front and side), and my fingerprints were taken, and 
a questionnaire was filled out with personal data. Toward evening two other CIC 
officials appeared, who showed their credentials, and I tola then then (when the 
Germens had left the room) that I worked as telegrapher. It seems to me that I 
had nb ether way out, since I had to give them soma fact to go on, so that they 
would know what to do with me. Soon thereafter one of the directors appeared and 
released me from this hell. I have read the above statement before signing it.
